Indeed, Reagan will be Rea- 
gan (here was not even t 
"shadow*' left of the "new Rea- 


gan", since such "black humour" 
could only please cemetery op- 
timists. World public opinion 
shuddered at whal the US pres* 
idonl was really thinking about. 
The anxieties over hls statement 
by no means boil down only to 
deploring tha lack ol good man- 
ners on the part ol Reagan. The 
revelation made on hls Califor- 
nia ranch has again highlighted 
Washington's empty talk on 
peace and disarmament end 
showed ultimata goals of Amer- 
ican policy ol confrontation with 
the USSR. 

The perilous mlllterlilk and

THE FUTURE

Experts have calculated that 
the speed of a space probe 
Which will pass in March 1980 
through the dual tall of the 
Halley comet approaching the 
Earth will bo 60-80 km per sec- 
ond. 

In space vacuum even the 
smallest particles ol Interplanet- 
ary dust are moving at tre- 
mendous speeds relative to the 
movement or the probn. They 
can, like bullets, pierce Its pro- 
tective armour. 

But experimentally it la now 
possible to obtain inlormatlon 
about hlgh-Bpeed Impact only 
whan the "bullof' and the "tar- 
get" are moving not fasLci than 
20 km par second, 

In as much as the sphere ol 
space speeds, close to 100 km 
par second. Is so far inaccessib- 
le for direct experiment, the 
theoreticians have the final say. 
Researchers from ilia, institute 
of Theoretical PhyBicfl oj the 
USSR’ Academy of Sciences, 
modelling this complicated 
phenomenon on a computer; 
. Succeeded for the first lime In 
describing quantitatively this 
process and Rug graded a method 
i which makes It possible to Op- 
lalli a sufficient safety margin 
of the shield bf Ihe space probe

the universe.

nature felled to produco for us, 

It Is only natural that ihe 
USSR Energy Programme cover- 
ing two decades centers on nu- 
clear energy. The epecillc ener- 
gy pattern In the country can 
explain liiisi 90 per cent of all 
known coal, oil and gas la sit- 
uated In remote areas with o 
very harsh environment, while 
over 80 per cent of all ibe ener- 
gy Is consumed In the country's 
European part, very poor in 
energy resources but very pow- 
erful industrially. Energy fuels 
therefore are lo be transported 
or pumped a distance of thou- 
sands o! kilometres. For Instance, 
Siberia produces more Ilian a 
1,000 million tonnes ol fuol equi- 
valent. Nuclear fuels are known 
to produce almost 2.5 million 
limes more energy than a com- 
parable quantity of coal. This 
reduces transport costs and ex- 
plains tho fact that most of So- 
viet nuclear stations ere sited In 
the European USSR. 

Nuclear energy has acquired 
a powerful baBla over fhe past 
years. The Ural 1,500 mega wall 
power unit has been buflt in 
Lithuania end will become a 
typical power unit for future 
nuclear stations.
